kept in the limelight during his life, 
made sure that t h e world would hear 
of him after his death. 
He wrote, a 
special codicil to his will, which ho di­ 
rected should be published In a news­ 
paper of general circulation, warning 
his children against the m achinations 
Of priest», doctors and lawyers. 
Th© 
codicil is directed principally against 
his wife’s relatives, with whom he had 
num erous lawsuits. 
The will, made in 1880, disposes of 
the large estate. Codicils were added 
In 18S3, 1 ss9 and 1893. 
The .second 
contains t h e advice which Bedell w rote 
he wished to put on record for th© 
benefit of his posterity. 
"In my Judg 
ment," he added, " it is of moro value 
than gold or silver or the wealth 
of 
India.” 
“Shun pres us 
of 
all orders, 
he 
wrote, with his rather faulty spell'ng, 
•‘doctors of all professions, and law 
yer* of all grades as you would 
a 
is almost 
serpent. 
Prousts blunt tn© 
j mtiU el anil rob you of your learn‘ng. 
Doctors destroy your aistem to rob 
you of your carning3. 
1 don’t include 
surgery with doctors, and above 
all 
classes that afflict humanity the law ­ 
yers is the worst." 
Following th 's is 
an indirect slap at the H artsell family, 
with which he was continually quar 
reling. 
“I don't say preasts, doctors 
and 
lawyers is of no use but I dew say the 
evil they dew far surm ounts the good, 
am] the human famaly would he fa r 
better oft without them . 
As my p art­ 
ing request 1 ask you to think well be­ 
fore you are led away with any of the 
above mention parties. 
It is hard to 
be robbed but one robbery is not as 
bad as a succession of robberies.” 
The 1903 codicil contains the follow 
ing reference to the monum ent m ade 
by the W. H. Mullins Co. in Sarem, 
which Bedell himself erected 13 years 
later: 
“The figure of statute to be plased 
on the base already on lot, to be of 
white brons or other eaqual as dur- 
rable or granite and it may he a fig­ 
ure or statute and to face the south 
with rig h ttian d and arm uplifted w ith 
a scroll in hand with m otto-universal 
mental liberty, left hand Incline down­ 
ward witfi motto superstition.” 
The will proper provided for a m on­ 
um ent In the Deerfield cem etery "of 
the best monumental granite, not to 
exceed 25 feet high nor less than 
20 
feet, and the cost not to exceed $2,000 
nor be less than $1,500. 
As for the estate or nearly 
2.000 
acres which Beil ell loft, »early all of it 
1» to remain Intact until 20 years after 
the death of his last son. 
All of the 
estate Is left to Mrs. Bedell during her 


lifetime. 
At. Mrs. Bedell’s death each 
of the t h r e e daughters is to receive a 
60 acre farm ; Elsie is to receive 
60 
acres of the east part of the farm once 
owned by Thomas Hawkins in Berlin 
township; Jane, 60 acres of the w est 
part of the farm once owned by Robt. 
McK'lvey 
in 
Deerfield 
tow nship; 
Anne, 60 acres- of the east part of the 
Joseph Brown farm in Berlin tow n­ 
ship. 
Should any of the daughters die 
without children, her share is to go to 
the sons, jointly. 
The rest of the estate, apart from 
these ISO acres, Bedell 
left for 
the 
joint use of his four sons, allowing 
each a separate place to live In; the 
Baum farm 
to Lemuel; 
the Eckls 
farm to H enry; and the home farm to 
Jam es and Isaac. H e further provided 
th at there should be no division of 
w hat the sons are to use, until after 
the death of the last of them . 
Ulti­ 
mately the estate 
is 
to be divided 
equally among the sons’ children. The 
sons he named as executors 
w ithout 
bond. 
The only m aterial change embodied 
in the codicils Is the provision that 
the property shall not be divided until

forest officers on the « norm ous looses 
of forest wealth which will he checked 
Up to the year lhos 
In the whole northern part of the 
United States, throughout the Last 
territorj 
extending from 
coast 
to 
to ast, the reported destruction by for 
est fires has been terrific, anil it is 
likely that the year will go down as 
one of the worst in th*' last quartet 
century. 
It seems that no part of 'he 
country has escaped th«* work of th 
devastating flames. 
The latest die as 
tors in M innesota, Michigan and Avis 
consin are tlm worst of the many th at 
have visted the Lake states this yea 
Other sections have also suffered from 
forest fires during the spring and svtu­ 
rner months, and the people of the 
Pacific coast, the Rocky Mountain and 
New England states, and Canada have 
had a thorough, and in some cases, a 
continuous experience in fire flghtm 
Officers of the United States Forest 
Service here say that it is doubtful i 
this year’s actual losses from forest 
fires in all parts of the country will 
ever he known, but it is certain that 
they will run up so high In th e mill 
ions that country will be startled when 
a compilation of statistics at th e end 
of the season makes it possible to 
give even the most conservative fig 
ures. 
Suffice it to say. w ere all 
the 
tim ber burned up this year in all p a n s 
of the country convert! d into cash, it 
could provide for a good-sized navy 
of first-class battleships. 
The fires have done god in one way 
they have focused the people's a tten ­ 
tion on the seriousness of th e forest 
fire problem, practical foresters 
say, 
and have started a widespread movf 
m eat in many states to check th<-m try 
adopting rational system s «if fire pro 
tection. 
Among thinking people there 
has been awakened an intense interest 
in throw ing a better protection around 
the forests, which grow m ore im port­ 
ant as a natural resource as the tim ­ 
ber supply dwindles. 
The governm ent has had a lot of 
work in the fire-fighting line on th«“ 
national for«“sts. but serious as th«* 
fires have been, careful patrol and the 
organization of a force to battle with 
the flames as soon as discovered has 
held the losses down to a pdtnt where 
they are utterly insignificant when on.* 
considers the fearful destruction which 
would have come about had there been 
no protection. 
Although the fire menace has been 
serious in all sections, officers of the 
Forest Service estim ate th at th** total 
cost of the for«“st fires on the national 
forests for the season, exclusive of 
the salaries of forest officers, will not 
b«* more than $30,000. 
This sum 
i 
sm all when it is rem em bered that it 
m eans fir«1 
protection 
for approxi­ 
mately 168,000,000 
acres of national 
forests, less than two-tenths of a mill 
per acre. 
Progressive state fire war 
dens and forest 
officers, individual 
and private corporations having larg« 
tim ber holdings have organized 
fire­ 
fighting forces along much the 
same 
line as the governm ent in many cases, 
and in this way they have given pro­ 
tection to millions 
of 
acres which 
m ight have been destroyed had it been 
left unprotected.
